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Toshiro Ohmura: Notes on Arisaema maekawae J. Murata & S. Kakishima ( Araceae) 


Summary: Arisaema maekawae J. Murata & S. 
Kakishima ( Araceae ) was described from 
Yamanashi Pref., central Japan, in 2008. 
However, a plant of the species was already 
found by me at Umegashima, Shizuoka Pref., in 
1954, and was recognized as a new species. A 
specimen of the plant was sent to the late Dr. 
Fumio Maekawa for his examination then in¬ 
formed me of a new name A. umegashimense for 
the plant. Unfortunately, the new species has not 
been published yet, but I could immediately iden¬ 
tify my plant with A. maekawae.
